prisoners on their second trial, as ordered 
by the supreme military and naval tribunal 
in Madrid, have as yet occurred, aS was 
reported at the time by the Southern As- 
sociated Fress. It is not known when the 
trials will take place. 

In an interview General Weyler stated 
that he had returned from the province of 
Pinar del Rio owing to the neressity of set- 
tling the question .of the new issue of 
fetes by the Spanish bank and other urg~ 
ent matters. After these were settled he 
would ve ready to return to the field. 

He added that he did not believe that 
Maceo had more than six thousand men, 
and that these were scattered in remote 
positions. The object of the recent Span- 
ish operations -had been the occupation of 
hills and passes and the cutting off of the 
supplies of the insurgents. The few insur- 
gents in the provinces of Las Villas and 
Havana were easily kept in check. 

There were more rebels in Camaguty 
than in Las Villas and Havana, but the 


Spaniards had little to lose there. More- | 


over, the object of the insurgents in 
gathering there might be to distract atten- 
tion from Maceo in Pinar del Rio. At any 


rate, he would crush the rebellion in the 


latter province before dealing with the 
insurgents elsewhere. 

General Weyler ‘has made no official decha- 
ration woncerning the condition of affairs 
in the province of Pinar del Rio. In an 
interview had with him just before he 
left Pinar del Rio he said he was satisfied 
with his campaign. He had crossed to the 
south and had expected to meet Maceo to 
give him combat. He had, however, met 
only small bands of rebels, who disap- 
peared when the Spanish pe came near 
to them.

General Weyler added that the supplies 
of cattle that had been obtained by the 
insurgents are disappearing, ihe troops 
capturing and destroying all] that they saw. 
The military combinations planned by him 
had resulted as he had expected. All these 
combinations were not finished. but there 
would be much less to do at the end of 
the year. 

The press comments on the return of 
the captain genéral are very guarded, as is 
natural under the strict censorsnip exer- 
cised here. It is rumored that he will secon 
return to the fleld. 

One report has it that the chief reason 
for his return to Havana wis pressing 
government business which demanded his 
personal attention. However, notling real- 
ly definite is known, and events in the 
near future are anxiously awaited. 

Some dissatisfaction is quietly expressed 
even by loyalists that General Wevyler, 
after his long preparations io inflict a 
crushing blow on Maceo, should now come 
back to the capital without even catching 
sight of the main body of the rebels. 

The rebel sympathizers are jubilant, be- 
lieving that General Weyler’s return signal- 
izes the abandonment of his personal lead- 
ership of the campaign.

WEYLER’S RETURN GRATIFYING 


Cubans Think the Captain General 
Has Disgraced Himself. 

New York, November 24.—The sympa- 
thizers with the Cuban cause in this city 
were very jubilant today over the news 
that Captain General Weyler had returned 
to Havana, 

Several reasons are given for the gen- 
eral’s action in withdrawing from the 
field, one of them being that Marquise 
Ahumeda, who took charge of affairs in 
Havana during the absence of General 
Weyler, did not properly conduct the war. 

The Cubans all agree that Weyler’s cam- 
paign in Pinar del Rio has been a failure. 
Senor Estrada Palma, president of the 
junta, in conversation with a reporter to- 
dar, ectz: 

‘I think General Weyler has disgraced 
himself by leaving the field, for, although 
he had over three times the number of 
men at his command than Maceo has in 
Pinar del Rio, he has not accomplished 
his avowed purpose to‘ crush the revolu- 
tionsists, 

“The information has come to me,” he 
continued, “that the insurgent forces 


- under General Calixto Garcia have be- 


sieged Puerto Principe, the fourth largest 
city on the island, which they now prac- 
cally control, and this has, I believe, had 
Something to do with his return, for he 1s 
needed in Havana to direct the entire 
Movements of the Spanish army.’’

Barcelona, November %4.—The attorney 


Prosecution of the prisoners who are under 
arrest for connection with the throwing of 
& bomb in a. crowded street while a rell- 
gious procession was passing on June 7th 
last, has announced that he will ask the 
court that twenty-eight of the prisoners 
be sentenced to death and fifty-six con- 
demmed to penal servitude for life. 

Great precautions will be taken against 
disorder when the sentences are published. 
The court will sit in the vault of the fort- 
ress of Mont Juich and only mfittary of- 
ficers will be admitted to its proceedings. 
The crime for which the prisoners are to 
answer to a military court was one of the 
most flendish of the many similar outrages 
committed by anarchits within the last few 
years, 

The usual religious observances of the 
feast of Corpus Christi were being observed 
and thousands of people lined the streets 
to witness the procession on its way to 
the ancient church of Santa Maria del Mar. 

Just as the procession was entering the 
church a bomb was exploded in the crowd, 
killing a dozen people outright and wound- 
ing about fifty others, some of whom died 
from their injuries. 


SENOR ANDRADE REACHES HOME

Venezuelan Government Pleased at 
the Settlement of Question. 

New York, November 24.—A special cable 
dispatch to Ths Herald, from Caracas, 
Venezuela, says: 

“Senor Andrade, Venezuelan minister to 
the United States, arrived here in the last 
Steamer from New York. His coming was 
not publicly announced. He was accom- 
panied by Mr. Storrow, counsel for the 
Venezuelan government in.the boundary 
dispute with England.

Berlin, November 24.—The emperor ad- 

ministered the oath today to a large 

number of sailors and marines recently 
recruited at Kiel and assembled here. 

After the men had taken the oath the 

kaiser addressed them in the course of his 

remarks, saying: 

“Sailors, the oath you have just taken 
is the basis of discipline. Do honor to the 
emperor's coat. There is no enemy for 
the present, but if one should come you 
must face him without fear.”’ 


pOCK STRIKE GROWS SERIOUS. 


Trouble May Spread to England at 
Any Time. 

Hamburg, Novenwer 24. —The strike of the 
dock laborers and others employed in the 
shipping trade continues and some of the 
shipowners and consignees are finding it 
difficult to get tneir vessels loaded or dis- 
charged. 

The Hamburg-American line has advised 
intending shippers by their steamers to 
send their goods by the way of Bremen, 
Antwerp and Rotterdam. 

There is no sign of the differences between 
the shipping men and their employes being 
adjusted. The movement threatens to 
spread to Bremen. The support that the 
strikers are receiving from London compli- 
cates the situation. 

The strikers now number about 6,000. 
Work on the docks and in the harbor is 
almost at a standstill. A large number of 
men who arrived from Friesland and other 
places to fill the places ‘of strikers re- 
turned immediately upon learning of the 
position of affairs. Mr. Joseph H. Wilson, 
president of the London Seamen’s Union, 
has telegraphed that the members of that 
union will not discharge and vessel from 
Hamburg. 


ALKALI WORKS REDUCES WAGES 


Men Strike, Negroes Are Substituted 
and Trouble Ensues. 
Richmond, Va., November 24.—A Marion, 
Va., special to The Dispatch says: At the 
Mathieson Alkali works, in this county, 
which had been partially closed for re- 
pairs up to a short time before the elec- 
tion, it was reported just previous to the 
election that in the event of McKinley’s 
election the works would be run on full 

time without any cut in wages. 

The men went out yesterday on account 
of a reduction in wages and last night 
the company tried to fill their places with 
negroes, but the strikers resisted and forc- 
ed the negroes out. 

The authorities telegraphed to Marion 
this morning for the sherift and a posse of 
twenty-five or thirty men.

Tennesseeans thorenghly Aroused Over 
Charges of Fraud, 


ROAST FOR NEW YORK PAPERS 


Rasolutions Assert That the Men Who 
, Say Fraud 


ARE THE ONES WHO ARE GUILTY OF IT 


Affirm That the Republicans Flooded 
the State With Money and 
Did the Corrupting. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 2.—At a 
meeting of prominent democrats today the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

“The good name of Tennessee has been 
most foully aspersed by repeated publica- 
tions tn the New York papers, especially 
The New York Post, The New York Sun, 
The Mail and Express and other papers, 
and by publications emanating from men 
in high positions like J. Sterling! Morton, 
secretary of the department of agricul- 
ture, and which charges have been widely 
circulated in all parts of the United States 
to the effect that the democratic party In 
Tennessee had perpetrated ‘wholesale 
frauds in the late election. Believing these 
charges to be groundless and feeling keen- 
ly the indigmity and realizing that such 
charges must be based on information 
furnished by Tennessee republicans, more 
concerned with their own pledges to carry 
the state in consideration of money ad- 
vanced than they were about the good 
name of the state, we will not silently and 
with a craven spirit submit to the insult. 
The good name of Tennessee is dear to us 
and there never was a stain cast upon her 
proud escutcheon until the republican 
party conceived the thought of changing 
her politics by the use of money. 

“Feeling, as citizens of Tennessee, that 
the slander is doubly grievous because of 
the shame and diegrace put upon the state 
by the unprecedented use of money to 
defeat’ the democratic party in the late 
election, and that in all probability the men 
who used the money sent here to buy up 
the state are the very men who are now 
the originators of this whole slander: 
therefore, as citizens of Tennessee, the 
state is put on the defensive by these vile 
slanderers which have been so widely cir- 
culated, we shall insist that the good peo- 
ple af the state, especially the democratic 
party, assume-the aggressive, and we de- 
mand that the republican party shall make 
good its threat to contest the election of 
Hon. R. Lo Teyior to the office of governor. 
or stand convicted at the bar of public 
opinion of qvilfully and maliciously slander- 
ing the food name of the state. Should 
that. party demand an investigation, in ac- 
cordance ‘with law, it will give the ‘op- 
portunity for a judicial comparison of the 
relative fairness of the.two parties in elec- 
tions in this state, and it will enable us 
by proper proceeding to expose in all its 
hideousness the vast sums of money drawn 
from abroad to corrupt the ballot box of 
Tennessee.

Shinail was killed by Buck in a midnight 
duel in Mrs. Shinall’s bedroom. Both men 
emptied their pistols into each other at 
close range, and Buck, as well as Shinall, 
was thought to be mortally wounded. 

Buck’s appearance in court showed him 
to be a beardless boy. His mother gave his 
age as seventeen at the time of the trage- 
dy. He looks like a boy not over eighteen. 
He stands about five feet eight inches high, 
has light brown hair and gray eyes. 
Two teeth show the path of a bullet in the 
deadly affray which brought Battey Buck 


before the court. 


The jury was quickly secured, and was as

Mr. Heckle testified about the diagram 
of the house where the shooting occurred. 
He testified that a back window 
sleeping room was broken in from the out. 
side. An ax handle was just under the 
glass and cross 
Pieces of the sash were inside the room, 
showing that the breaking was from the

The state’s remaining witness added no 
material facts. The defense introduced no 
witnesses, and relied upon the prisoner’s 
statement, which was as follows: 

The Prisoner’s Thrilling Story. 

“Last February I went to work for Mr, 
Shinall, and clerked in his store and at- 
tended to everything around there and slept 
in the room back of the store. 

“TI worked for him until the trouble that 
and that night I closed up the 
store about 11 o’clock and went to bed. 
I was in bed only a short time when I 
heard the smash of the window glass, and 
I grabbed my pistol, which was close to my » 
bed, and ran into the hall. Just as I got 
to the hall door I met Mrs. Shinall com- 
ing out of the room screaming. 

“T rushed into the room and saw a man 
standing in the window. I ‘Shot and he 
shot, but the shooting was so quick I do 
not know who shot first. The first shot 
sruck me in the mouth, and I staggered 
back and threw up my arms. Then I was 
shot in the arm, and as he got to the foot 
of the bed I commenced firing. He fell on 
top of me and shot me once in my leg and 
once in my ‘hip, and then I rolled him over 
and shot. Then I ran out of the room, 
opened my door and went on out. I was 
going to my brother-in-law’s, when I met 
two men at Smyser’s corner, 
carried me home. I did not know who the 
man was until he fell on me, and I found

“My duty was to take care of every- 
thing and stay in the barroom and pro- 
tect his wife and child and attend to his 
house. He hired me by the month, and he 
was generally away at Beaufort. He had 
business down there. I have not been back 
there since the shooting, and don’t know 
where the bullet holes are in the room.” 

Jury Visits the House. 

After the prisoner’s satement the court 
took a recess, and the judge and jury

GROWTH OF THE MONEY ORDER DEPARTMENT 


Over $1,240,000 Passes Through 
the Money Order Window of 
Uncle Sam’s Atlanta Office. 


A study of the statistics contained in 
the annual report of the postoffice de- 
partment of the United States, which was 
recently issued, will prove of great in- 
terest to Atlantians. It shows that At- 
lanta’s growth has been almost phenome- 
nal. The increase in this city’s postoffice 
receipts is almost unprecedented. No 
surer index of a city’s progress can be 
found than the growth of its postoffice’s 
business. 

In the money order department particu- 
larly there has been an unusually large in- 
crease in the amount of business trans- 
acted this year. The figures for last year’s 
business in this department could not be 
obtained yesterday except by a laborious 
examination of the books, but the report 
for 1894 was on the files in such shape 
that it could be used in a comparison with 
this year’s business. 

' A comparison between 18M and 1896 will 
show how large has been this city’s growth 
in two years. 

The amount of money paid out by the 
money order department during the fiscal 
year 1896 was $1,000,626.77, against $867,632 in 
18%, an increase of $132,993.96. In these 
payments alone there were 17,169 more 
separate transactions in 18% than in 189k 

The amount of money taken in at the 
money order window during 1896 was $234,- 
493.05 and in 1894 $239,638.81, an increase for 
1896 of $44,854.24 in issued money orders. 
The increase in the number “ ot ae 
transactions was 3,130. 

It will be seen by these figures that 
nearly four times as much money is com- 
ing into Atlanta through the money order

The Atlanta postoffice has never been 
more efficiently managed than under the 
regime of Dr. Amos Fox, the present post- 
master. He has conducted the office on @ 
practical business basis and everything is 
in splendid conditicn in the department, 

In the auditor’s report a comparison is 
shown of receipts and expenses of the 
postoffice department since 1837; that is for 
the last sixty years. In all that time only 
eight years have paid expenses—1i837, 1848, 
1849, 1850, 1851, 1865, 1882 and 1883. The de- 
ficit for last year is about nine millions 
of dollars. 

Leaving out the smaller offices and com-

PASSES THE HOUSE EASILY. 


Members of the House Discuss the 
Act for Hours 


THE SENATE REFUSED TO RECONSIDER 


General Appropriation Bill Went Over 
for a Day—Many Acts Were 
In¢roduced. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 24.—(Spe- 
culal.)—The time of both houses of the 
assembly was consumed today in discussing 
the woman lawyers bill. No problem that 
has been presented to the legislature has 
provoked so much interest and so much 


oratory. 
A dozen ringing and eloquent speeches 
Were made on the subject in the house this 


morning. 

Mr. Wiley opened the discussion. He op- 
posed the bill in the most eloquent fash- 
fon. He thought it would be a serious 
wrong to push the women of Alabama 
from their places at the fireside into the 
courts. From a sentimental and practi- 
cal standpoint the thought the bill con- 
templated great injustice to the good wo- 
men of the south. 

Mr. Jenkins favored the bill. He thought 
the women who had to earn a living should 
be admitted into the grandest of professions 
—the law. He has seen nothing in the pro 


fession that was not ennobling and any op- 
position to it, he thought, was founded on 
sentimental nonsense. 

Mr. Heflin opposed the bill eloquently. 
He thought that it ruthlessly invaded the 
sacred precincts of home and would se- 
riously menace our society. 

Mr. Hill moved to amend the bill by pro- 
viding that no woman should practice ex- 
cept before a female court and a female 
jury, and that the attorneys shall not 
wear bloomers. : 

Mr. Brandon gallantly and eloquently 
opposed the bill, as did Mr. Hunt and Mr. 
Lioyd. 

Colonel Hibbard assailed the measure with 
his inimitable ridicule, insisting that the 
women were even now running the country, 
the men being merely agents in the matter. 
He saw no occasion for the bill. 

Mr. Kyle favored the bill, insisting that 
the women who had to earn a liviihood 
were entitled to the same opportunities 
that men enjoyed. 

Mr. Boulden made a strong argument in 
favor of the passage of the bill, and Colo- 
nel Altman and Mr. Browne strongly 
urged the adoption of the proposed act. 
The session was extended until 2:30 o’clock, 
but the vote on the passage of the bill at 
that hour resulted: Ayes, 60; nays, 33. 

The bill was called up for reconsidera- 
tion in the senate, too, this morning and 
was defeated, the vote being 15 to 14. 


General Appropriation Bill. 

The general appropriations bill, which 
had been made a special order for today, 
at 11 o’clock was postponed until the same 
hour tomorrow. The following additional 
bills of interest were introduced in the 
house: 

By Mr. Lavender—Providing a penalty 
of $200 for failure of mortgagor to mark 
mortgage paid on record within three 
months after it is paid. : 

By Mr. Lavender—Providing that partial 
payments on a mortgage shall be credited 
on the records within thirty days. 

By Mr. Lavender—Providing a -peniten- 
tiary imprisonment for from two to ten 
years for firing or hurling any deadly mis- 
Bile into a dwelling house. 

By Mr. Hearn—Providing that commis- 
sioned officers of the state troops shall, 
when in the actual service of the state, 
be paid one-half of the pay allowed to 
United States officers of equal rank, and 
that non-commissioned officers and privates 
be paid the same as privates in the United 
States troops. 

By Mr. Brandon—Providing that any rail- 
road company shall not demand from any 
consignee of freight rate higher than 
that expressed in the bill of lading. 

Bill To Save Labor. 

Mr. Boulden Introduced a bill which if 
passed will save the legislature much time 
and labor. It provides a special law for 
the incorporation of separate school dis- 
tricts. It authorizes the probate judges to 
have elections held in proposed separate 
districts and, if it is ascertained that the 
people of the district desire to have a 
separate school district established, the 
judge shall organize one. 

Mr. Green presented a bill prescribing a 
lawful fence to be at least five feet high, 
and if of rails the rails must not be more 
than four inches apart from the ground 
to the height of two feet, or if made of 
palings the palings must not be more than 
three inches apart; if of wire the posts 
must be not more than nine feet apart, 
and seven strings of wire thereon, the 
first wire to be not more than four inches 
from the ground. 

By Mr. Lipscomb—To prohibit the mak- 
ing, selling or taking of pools on races run 
in or outside of Alabama. The bill pre- 
scribes a punishment of a fine of $500 and 
imprisonment for six months for buying or 
selling a pool, and a fine of $1,000 and a 
years imprisonment for keeping a book- 
maker's establishment. There is a lively 
conflict in Birmingham over this bill, the 
preachers and deacons veing cpposed by the 
citizens with sporting blood in their veins. 
Both sides have iobbies that will come 
down to look after the bill. 

By Mr. Lipscomb—Providing that all la- 
borers engaged in the business of mining 
or manufacturing shall be paid in cash ey- 
ery two weeks. No assignment of future 
wages is permitted, and no agreement shall 
be valid that will relieve the operators of 
Fallure to comply 
with the provisions of the proposed act 
is made punishable as a misdemeanor, one- 
half of the fine to go to the injured party. 

The bill proposes to make it the duty of 
a judge to charge grand juries specially to 
inquire into v olations of the provisions of 
this act. The bill applies only to the coun-

PRESIDENT HALL’S GOOD WORK 


He Appears Before the Committee 
and Pleads for the School 
With Good Effect. 


Yesterday afterncon the finance commit: 
tee met for the purpose of considering the 
bill introduced some time ago by Mr. 
Knowles, of Fulton, in which an ¢éxtra 
‘appropriation was asked for the Georgia 
Scrool of Technology, 

The amount atked for in the bill is $25,000. 
Of this amount, $20,000 is intended to be 
vsed for building a dormitory and the 
other $5.00 for the equipment of the dif- 
ferent departments, especially that of elec- 
trical engineering. - 

President Lyman Hall was there to rep- 
resent the echcol in the matter and Colonel 
Nat Harris was there to represent the 
‘board of commissioners of the school, of 
which he is chairman, 

Captain Hall gave an itemized state- 
ment of the money needed for the equip- 
ment vf each department, and toid the 
committee that there was needed for the 


equipment of the department of electrical 
engineering alone $3,000, and for the dormi- 
tory $20,000, the other portion of the amount 
asked for was needed in other departments 

The present equipment in some of the 
departments, he said, was next to nothing, 
especially in the department of electrical 
engineering. He impressed upon them the 
importance of placing the School of Tech- 
nology as the best of the kind in this coun- 
try in that particular department. 

In speaking of the need of the money for 
the department, he spoke of how the two 
temporary dormitories already built dem- 
onstrated the need of a large and well- 
equipped dormitory. He showed that each 
boy saved as much as $50 a year by patron- 
izing the dormitories instead of the private 
boarding houses of the city. He told the 
committee that the amount of money saved 
by the student who patronizes the dormi- 
tories would in two years pay for the total 
amount of the appropriation asked for, 

Captain Hall spoke for some time and 
showed the great need of all that was 
asked for in Mr. Knowles’s bill. After he 
finished, Colonel Harris made a few re- 
marks, and the committee was then left 
to consider the question. 

After discussing the matter among thems 
selves the committee decided to recommend 
the granting of the appropriation asked 
for. At the proper time the report of the 
chairman will be made to the house and 
the report will recommend the granting of 
the entire amount asked for. 

Captain Hall and Colonel Harris feel good 
over the result of the meeting of the finance 
committee and say that it has done more 
for the Tech than anything that has hap- 
pened in some time. It seems that the 
majority of the committee was thoroughly 
in favor of recommending the bill, and it 
is expected that the appropriation will be 
made with very little opposition.

SOLD OUT HER BUSINESS. 


A Fashionable Dressmaker Bound Over 
Yesterday. 

Mrs. Alice Rothman, who has been for 
the last six months the proprietress of a 
dressmaking establishment in the Cham- 
berlin-Johnson-DuBose building, was yes- 
terday bound over to the city criminal 
court by Justice Bloodworth, The prosecu- 
tor in the case was Miss Mary Leather- 
man, who is at present the owner of the 
business started by Mrs. Rothman. 

Miss Leatherman charged that she 
bought the business of Mrs. Rothman, for. 
which she was to pay $30 cash and the 
balance in three months. The $30 she paid, 
and the balance she was to have paid 
about three days ago, when she discovered 
that the business was not the lawful prop- 
erty of Mrs. Rothman, so it was charged, 
but belonged to Miss A. B. Irving, who is 
at present in the employ of the J. M. High 
Company, and who was at one time the 
partner of Mrs. Rothman. 

As soon as ‘she discovered this she swore 
out the warrant for-‘Mrs. Rothman, charg- 
ing her with cheating and swindling. The 
bond of Mrs. Rothman-in this case was 
fixed at $200, which she made. There was 
another warrant against her, which was 
dismissed. 

In both of the cases Mr. H. L. Culberson 
represented the prosecution and Mr. J. E. 
Robinson the defense. The Rothmans have 
lived in Atlanta for about six months, 
having come here from New York city. It 
is said that they are highly connected in 
that city and have borne an unimpeach- 
able reputation until the present occurence. 
Mrs. Rothman says that she is innocent of 
any intention to do wrong and is entirely 
guiltless in the matter.

Times-Herald, will be read with interest 
on account of the close personal relations 
between President-elect McKinley and the 
proprietor of The Times-Herald, Mr. H. Eve 
Kohisaat, who is prominently mentio 
in connection with the make-up of the new 
cabinet. 

In writing from Washington Mr. Well- 
man says: 

“The . president-elect and his intimate 
friends in Ohio are unable to see any rea- 
son why the Dingley tariff bill 
pressed for passage this winter. They re- 
gard that measure in the light in which 
it was distinctly placed by its author when 
he offered it to the house—as a temporary 
affair, made to fit an emergency and desig- 
nated to tide over a brief period in which 
the republican party had control of the 
house alone, while the senate and execu~ 
tive were under the domination of the op- 
position. That condition will not exist af- 
ter March 4th, and therefore no good rea- 
son can be found, in .the opinion of the 
president-elect, why the republican party 
should not proceed at once to the perform- 
ance of its duty in giving the country a 
general revision of the tariff schedules. If 
the Dingley bill were put upon the statutes 
@ general revision would still be necessary 
in the immediate future, and it is deemed 
bad policy to prolong agitation of the tar- 
iff. Major McKinley has pointed out to 
some of his callers that if the tariff revi- 
sion be left to the regular session of the 
new congress the new law could not go 
into effect before the autumn of 1898, or 
just on the eve of the congressional elec- 
tion. The president-elect had one expe- 
rience of that sort with a tariff law which 
the country had not had time to under- 
stand, and he does not care to have an- 
other. 

“On the other hand, with a special ses- 
sion called to meet in March next, and 
with the distribution of patronage pretty 
genevraily suspended till the more impor- 
tant work confronting the party shall have 
been disposed of, it is believed a new and 
more important tariff law can be put into 
operation at the close of the first fiscal 
year, or June 30th. This will be practicable 
if both houses of congress work in har- 
mony with the administration, and such 
harmony the president-elect is determined 
to have. He has always been of the opin- 
fon that by the display of a little tact and 
the exercise of a little considerateness, 
accompanied by frank conferences with in- 
dividuals, the quarrels between senate and 
president, which have seriously interfered 
with the success of at least two recent ad- 
ministrations, might have been averted. 
Major McKinley will come to Washington 
prepared to do everything within reason 
and dignity to weld the party into a har- 
monious whole here-at the national capi- 
tal, in order that wholesome policies may 
be promptly executed and the way be pre- 
pared for future party successes. It will 
not be the new president’s fault if he fails 
to secure a condition of harmony which 
has not prevailed bétween the executive 
and the upper branclt of congress for many 
years past. 

“The president-elect believes the first 
duty of the republican party on its return 
to power is to revise the tariff and give the 
country the prosperity which it has waited 
for so patiently. Everything else must 
stand aside for this. If, as is now more 
than probable, Mr. Dingley accepts the sec- 
retaryship of the treasury, or even if he 
does not take that post, it is believed he 
will during the coming winter prepare a 
tariff bill to be presented ready made to 
the new congress which will be called to 
meet immediately after the inauguration. 
There is no impropriety tn the perform- 
ance of this task by him, whether or not 
he becomes secretary of the treasury. It 
will be as chairman of the ways and means 
committee that he prepares the measure, 
and not as a member of the administra- 
tion; and there is no question that if he 
elects to remain in the house he can be at 
the head of the ways and means committee 
as long as he stays in congress and the 
republicans have a majority in the lower 
house. With a tariff bill ready to its hand 
March 4th, there seems little reason to 
doubt that the new congress will be able 
to make such changes therein as it may 
or ale and put the law into operation by 

uly. 

“I am able to say wih great positiveness 
that if the wishes of the president-elect be 
followed, the new tariff bill will be a moder- 
ate measure. While the McKinley law of 
1890 will be the basis of it, for it is now gen- 
erally admitted that was the most scientific, 
the best balanced and the most symmetrical 
law the tariff statutes have ever known. I 
am assured that in scarcely a single in- 
Stance will it be necessary to make the 
rates as high as were the rates in the 
McKinley act. The new law must and will 
be distinctly protective, but there will be 
little net increase in the percentage of 
duty levied by the so-called Wilson-Gorman 
patchwork. Just as the law of 1890 was 
adopted to the conditions then prevailing, 
so will the law of 1897 he skillfully adjusted 
to the current conditions. These conditions 
do not equire increase of rate so much as 
they do scientific adjustment on the basis 
of the McKinley act. It ts confidently pre- 
dicted by men who have the confidence of 
Major McKinley that the tariff measure to 
be passed next spring, if made to suit his 
wishes, will be so moderate and just that 
none but radical freé traders will: object 
to it, and the country at large, including 
manufacturers, agriculturists and consum- 
ers, will be so well satisfied with it that 
they will gladly concur in the policy which 
the new administrat‘on will distinctly avow 
at the outset, to-wit: The framing of a 
tariff which will meet the demands of the 
country for ten years or more, and thus 
put a stop for the time being to the curse 
of frequently recurring agitation for tarifr 
change... 

“Tt am able .to make the important an- 
nouncement that in the tarfff and in all its 
policies the incoming aiiministration will 
recognize that the republican party was 
placed in power by a union of the conser- 
vative forces of public opinion. It will be 
a republican administration, of course, in 
a broad sense, but never radical or offen- 
sive. As it will strive to be conservative 
tn the tariff, so will it aim to hold every 
advance made during recent administra- 
tions toward a perfect civil service. With 
the tariff question removed from the arena 
by July next, as it is hoped it will be, the 
regular session of the new congress can be 
devoted to some measure of correction of 
the defects of our financial and banking 
system, thus carrying out the ideas which 
President Cleveland and his supporters 
within the democracy have long contended 
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the president-elect believe the coming ad-, 
ministration will mark the enactment of 4 
new election Jaw, not a ‘force’ bill, but a 
comprehensive statute designed to prevent 
@ recurrence of such election frauds as 
thoSe which have cursed a number of south- 
ern and border states during past national 
campaigns.

Football Teams from Auburn and Athens 
To Meet Here. , 


ANNUAL BATTLE OF ATHLETES 


This Season’s Records of the Two 
Teams Compared—Neither Eleven 
Has Been Defeated. 


Tomorrow is the day for the big game. 

The Auburn football team will arrive to- 
night and with them will come an advance 
guard of rooters ready to stake their all on 
the Alabama champions. 

The Georgia lads have decided to remain 
in Athens until tomorrow, as tlie trip to 
Atlanta is but a short one and will not 
fatigue their players. The Alabamians, 
having a longer journey, will spend tonight 
at the Aragon in order to be thoroughly 
rested for the big battle tomorrow. 

All of the college men in Atlanta are 
talking over the prospects of the two 
teams. There is already a tingle of excite- 
ment in the air in anticipation of the great 
struggle. By tonight, when the wearers 
of the orange and blue of Alabama set foot 
on Atlanta soil, there will scarcely be a 
person in Atlanta who has not studied the 
situation and picked the winner, in his 
mind. 

On the result thousands of dollars will 
change hands. There are supporters of 
both teams in Atlanta, who are ready to 
back their judgment on the result with 
their hard-earned cash. Alumni of the two 
institutions feel as confident as the col- 
legians themselves that the team from 
their alma mater is sure to win. Several 
thousand dollars changed hands on the 
North Carolina-Georgia game and much 
more is sure to be staked on tomorrow’s 
result. 

This year the teams are said to be more 
equally matched than ever before. They 
are practically of equal weight, and the 
players are about the same age and have 
had‘about equal experience. 

Alabama has played four games this sea- 
son, She has won every one and has 
only been scored against once, by Sewanee 
in the last game played. In these four 
games the Auburn men scored a total of 
180 points, while their opponents only scored 
six. 

The Georgia team has played three games 
this season, and has won every game. The 
total score made by the Athens men in 
all games is seventy-six, and their oppo- 
nents have scored sixteen. This indicates 
that the Auburn team has the best players, 
but the Georgians say they have met bet- 
ter teams than their Alabama rivals.

The first game was in 1892 and the 
Alabamians came out victorious, That was 
the first game of modern college football 
ever seen in Georgia, and it was attended 
by several thousand people. So much was 
said in the newspapers about the game and 
8O Many cartoons were published, making 
it appear that the game was brutal, that 
the trustees of the University of Georgia 
promptly ruled that the game should cease 
in that. institution. Fortunately for Auburn 
there was no such action taken there and 
every year since the Alabama college has 
turned out crack teams, which have gen- 
erally been victorious over nearly every 
team played. , 

The second game between the two col- 
leges oceurred two years ago and the Geor- 
gians trailed Auburn’s colors in the dust. 
Last year the Alabamians were again vic- 
torious, giving them two of the three 
games. The Athens men hope to even up 
things tomorrow when they ‘meet their 
old-time rivals. 

So far there has been little betting on the 
result of tomorrow’s contest. All odds so 
far offered have been on Auburn. Several 
bets were made yesterday at two to one 
against Athens, but very little was offered 
at this rate. The odds will probably be 
slightly in Auburn's favor, but not much.

Our Juvenile Criminals. 

We print in another column a letter 
from Captain Robert J. Lowry on a sub- 
ject that is important enough to stir the 
sympathetic interest of every thoughtful 
man and woman in Georgia. 

Captain Lowry suggests the revival 
of the movement which was on foot in 
this city a few years ago, and which 
had for its object the building of a re- 
formatory to which juvenile criminals 
may be sent. 

The matter is of importance to the 
whole state, and should _ receive the 
prompt attention of the legislature. 
Every lawyer in Georgia, and, indeed, 
every citizen who has eyes and ears 
for matters outside of his own business 
knows the nature and character of the 
reforms demanded. 

The late Judge Richard Clark, whose 
heart was as tender as a woman’s, was 
most eager for this reform. Several 
years ago, before he became a judge of 
our superior court, he wrote a communi- 
cation to The Constitution in which he 
pointed out that our penal laws were 
exceedingly defective in that they left 
the judge no discretion as to the disposi- 
tion of juveniles found guilty of crimes 
and misdemeanors. 

Whether these laws have been im- 
proved or enlarged in this respect, we 
do not know. But the probability is 
that they have not, for the very evils 
which called forth the complaint of 
Judge Clark are even more apparent 
today than they were when he wrote. 

However blind justice may be, the law 
Should have its eyes wide open with 
respect to matters that affect the well- 
being of society. All the ends of the 
law and all the aims of justice are frus- 
trated when our penitentiary system 
takes the shape of a school for criminals 
to which juvenile offenders are sent and 
from which they graduate as fellows of 
the society of criminals. 

We have not looked closely into the 
bearing that our present laws have on 
the proposed reform, but the probability 
is that they will have to be changed, 
modified and perfected before a reform- 
atory for juvenile criminals becomes a 
definite part of our penal system. In 
other words, the law must be behind the 
proposed reformatory, so that judges 
and juries may have the authority to 
make a proper disposition of youthful 
criminals. 

The very name of our criminal 
institution implies repentance as well as 
punishment. It is a penitentiary—a 
place for penitents. This seems to have 
been lost sight of by modern law-mak- 
ers, and the penitentiary has become a 
college from which criminals of all ages 
and classes. and of both sexes, are grad- 
uated. In Georgia, the penitentiary sys- 
tem has been warped into a sort of pri- 
vate speculation. The reasons that ex- 
isted for giving the system this twist at 


the time it was done have passed away. 


The lease expires next year, and it is 
the bounden duty of the present leg- 
islature to take the matter up. If the 
members cannot dispose of it now, they 
ean at least lay the ground work of a 
mew system—a system more in accord 
with the suggestions of advanced and 
enlightened philanthropy. 

‘And while the general assembly is en- 
gaged in this work, it will not meet pub- 
lic expectation if it should fail to take 
up the question of so perfecting our pe- 
mal code as to provide for the proper 
disposition of juvenile criminals in re- 
formatories, whether these institutions 
shall be the result of a state appropria- 
tion or of private benevolence. 

We make no definite suggestion as to 
how these reformatories (for there 
should be one in every large city) are 
to be established and sustained: but we 
are certainly of the opinion that the 
state itself could well afford to estab- 
lish these institutions, no matter on how 
modest a scale: for it is a scheme in 
the interest of society and good citizen- 
ship. 7 

A movement in this direction by the 
present legislature would have the in- 
dorsement and support of the controlling 
elements of society and of public senti- 
ment. Meanwhile, the matter invites 
discussion, and this discussion will dis- 
close the fact that the ends aimed at are 
of more importance to the people than 
the amount necessary to establish one 


large reformatory or several smaller

Atlanta’s Phenomenal Record. 

Notwithstanding the adverse condi- 
tions which have interfered with busi- 
ness activity in this section, the prog- 
ress Which Atlanta has made during 
the past year has been distinctly marked. 

The evidence of this progress is fur- 
nished by the volume of business trans- 
acted through the local postoffice depart- 
ment for the twelve months ending June 
30, 1896. 

The report of the auditor of the post- 
office department of the United States 
shows the exact amount of business 
transacted by each branch of the depart- 
ment during the last fiscal year. On 
the basis furnished by these official re- 
turns it can easily be shown that, while 
other cities have suffered from the gen. 
eral paralysis of trade, Atlanta has not 
only maintained her normal rate of 
progress, but has even outstripped her 
own record in the phenomenal stride 
which she has made. 

Before commenting upon the auditor’s 
report it is well to observe that no test 
of municipal growth or business activi- 
ty could possibly be fairer than the one 
furnished by the transactions of our lo- 
cal postoffiice department. There is 
nothing visionary or extravagant about 
the showing. It is a precise mathematic 
statement of fact and bears a definite 
relation to the volume of business car- 
ried on in this city.

It is shawn in the auditor’s report that 


Atlanta, but with respect to its com- 
mercial importance it falls vastly below 
the Gate City of the South. For exam- 
ple; the total receipts of the Albany post- 
office for the year ending June 30, 1896, 
aggregate only $227,385.05, or nearly $40,- 
000 less than the gross income of the 
Atlanta postoffice. 

Aside from the gross receipts of the 
office, derived from the sale of stamps 
and other supplies, the transactions of 
the money order department show a de- 
cided gain ‘during the past twelve 
months. 

In accounting for the unique distinc- 
tion which Atlanta thas.acquired by rea- 
son of her progress during the interval 
covered by the auditor’s report, the in- 
fluence of the exposition as a stimulat- 
ing factor cannot, of course, be over- 
looked; but while the exposition has 
given a fresh impetus to the city’s 
growth and perhaps increased the aggre- 
gate of its population, it should be re- 
membered that the exposition itself is 
a product of Atlanta’s sleepless enter- 
prise and activity. 

Before leaving the subject of Atlanta’s 
remarkable development, as disclosed by 
the auditor’s report, some mention 
should be made of the economic manner 
in which the business of our local post- 
office department has ‘been transacted. 
Under the able administration of Post- 
master Fox the expenditures of the office 
have been so far reduced as to give At- 
lanta the credit of surpassing every 
other large city in the country. The ex- 
penses of the Atlanta postoffice for the 
last fiscal year were only 31 per cent of 
the gross income, while those of New 
York, Brooklyn, Ghicago, New Orleans, 
Poston, Philadelphia, Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and other cities were very great- 
ly in excess. Such a record is not only 
gratifying to our local pride, but it 
makes Atlanta the admiration and envy 
of her sisters.

Some of the newspapers of the east 
have been loudly claiming since the re- 
cent presidential contest that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bryan was a great blow to 
the democratic party in the south.

Dr. Conan Doyle, who came to this coun- 
try severhl months ago for the purpose of 
delivering a series of lectures, failed to 
reap anything like a flattering ‘harvest of 
success-from his. enterprise and returned 
home in a dissatisfied spirit. It 1s under- 
stood that Dr. Doyle, on hearing of Ian 
Maclaren’s proposed visit to this country 
shortly, urged him to abandon the _ trip. 
Without acting upon this advice, however, 
the genial Scotch author decided to carry 
out his original plans. Instead of meeting 
with failure, his lecture tour has been a 
pleasant success.

The needle-making machines of the present 
have been brought to such a state of perfec- 
tion that the work of managing a machine 
is largely entrusted to boys and girls, and 
the machines turn out thousands of needles 
per hour.

One of his oldest men in the department 
was at their head and when the chief 
looked up he stepped forward and acted as 
spokesman. He told the chief that they 
had heard he was considering a proposition 
by which he would be forced to leave the 
fire department. 

His voice began to tremble and tears be- 
San to appear in his eyes. Then he broke 
down completely and with tears streaming 
down this face, cried: “Chief,: for God’s 
aake, don’t leave us! We can’t do without 
you!” 

As soon as the firemen were gone the 
chief wrote a brief letter to the president 
of the principal irsurance company making 
the offer to him, and stated that he would 
entertain no proposition and had determin- 
ed to remain with the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment as long as the people wanted him. 

“The more I thought of leaving,” said 
Chief Joyner, “the more I felt that I 
couldn’t leave. The firemen begged me to 
Stay and citizens came to see me and 
wrote me letters asking that I remain. I 
have fully made up my mind to stay, and 
no offer that is made to me can induce me 
to feave the fire department.” 

The news that Chief Joyner is to remain 
with the fire department will be read with 
approval by all of his friends, and the 
firemen will like him even better than 
they did before, if such a thing is pos- 
sible.

About a New Station. 


HE IS AWAITING BETTER TIMES 


Idea Is Still Preserved—Southern’s 
Rental Would Pay Interest on a 
_ Magnificent New Building. 


It was reported yesterday that President 
Samuel Spencer, of the Southern, had 
stated when here on Monday that he in- 
tended to build the new union passenger 
station at an early date. 

No one, however, could be found who 
heard him say it. The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent at Columbus was instructed 
to interview him on the subject. This was 
done and the correspondent wired that 
Mr. Spencer said: . 

“There are no new developments what- 
éver in connection with the station at At- 
lanta. We have never abandoned the idea 
and we hope to carry it out substantially 
on the original lines as soon as times are 
profitious, assuming, of course, that the 
city of Atlanta will do what is necessary 
to make it a success."’ 

The Southern has a large sum invested 
in ground over at the.old East Tennessee 
passenger station and is paying interest 
and taxes on the property. At the same 
time it has to pay $385,000 a year rental for 
usingy the union passenger station. This 
rental would pay interest on a new sta- 
tion costing three-quarters of a million 
and the company would have its own pas- 
senger terminals. The present structure is 
out of date and the only thing which it 
has to recommend it, is location. The 
time is coming when the city will make 
the roads change their present method of 
approaching the station if they keep it 
on the present site. 

Every day or two there are annoyances 
to the operating departments of the dif- 
ferent roads on account of trains being 
delayed in entering or leaving the station. 
There is so much traffic on both sides of 
the station that switch engines and freight 
trains are constantly getting ig the way 
of passenger trains. 

The Southern railway has thirty-two 
passenger trains in and out of Atlanta six 
days in the week. It has forty-four regh- 
lar freight trains and from thirty to fifty 
extra freight trains every day. Alto- 
gether it has more than 100 trains a day 
in and out of the city. 

There are nearly 100 passenger trains per 
day all roads n and out of the pas- 
senger station. The total number of all 
trains on all roads, regular and extra, 
must approach 200 per day. 

Mr. Spencer has always said from the 
time that he came into the Southern rail- 
way that Atlanta ought to have a new 
union passenger station. His idea was for 
all the lines to enter it. The Southern was 
willing ‘to build it and charge only a nomi- 
nal rental to the other roads for the use 
of it. But President J. W. Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
lessee of the Western and Atlantic, would 
not consent to abandon the old station. 
President Milton Smith, of the Louisville 
and aNshvile, which owns more than half 
of the stock of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, was also opposed to going 
in with the Southern, the Central, the At- 
lanta and West Point and the Georgia. The 
Seaboard, which had a contract with the 
Western and™Atlantic, had to use what- 
ever station the latter used, 

For two years this matter has been held 
up by Messrs. Thomas and Milton Smith. 
In the meantime Mr. Milton Smith has 
given Montgomery a new union passenger 
station. 

The Southern has built new shops here 
and has made improvements in its yards, 
waiting for the opposing roads to yield, 
but they have not changed their positions. 

The new station problem has not been 
@iscussed generally by the officials in- 
terested for more than a year. 

From present indications Atlanta will 
have two new stations eventually. When 
the Southern builds a new one the other 
roads will have to stop patching up the old 
shed. The result would be to throw al] 
the Central and Atlanta and West Point 
passenger business to the Southern. 


AWAITS DEVELOPMENTS. 


Mr. Hoffman Says That He Has Not 
Outlined a War Policy. 
Baltimore, November 24.—That a renewal 
of the rate war from Baltimore to the 
south is only a question of a short time 
unless the management of the Seaboard 
Air-Line system andthe Southern Railway 
Company adjust the differences that exists 
between them, is generally believed here. 
When President Hoffman, of the Seaboard 
company, was questioned today in refer- 
ence to the prospective renewal of hostili- 
ties, he would not commit himself. He in- 
timated, however, that the Seaboard would 
begin slashing rates again if the Southern 
persisted in its present policy toward the 
Seaboard, that is denying the latter 
through passenger service between New 
York and New Orleans, and running the 
line of steamers between Baltimore and 
Norfolk in opposition’ to the Bay Line, 
which is owned by the Seaboard Air-Line. 
“T have not outlined any policy as yet,” 
said Mr. Hoffman. “I was in hopes that 
when the negotiations for the transfer of 
the control of the property to the New York 
people fell through the Southern would 
be willing to withdraw its objections to 
what are undoubtedly our rights and re- 
store harmony. If it does that, of course 
we will be satisfied, and trouble will be 
averted, but if it ignores our claims, as it 
has done, the responsibility must be upon 
the shoulders of the Southern Railway 
Company and -not upon the Seaboard Air- 
Line system. The Seaboard will insist up- 
on fair treatment, and if it is denied to us, 
then we will take steps to enforce our 
rights. It is premature, however, to talk 
of another rate war. For the present I 
will take no action, I will await develop- 

ments.”*

Some Things Which They May and 
May Not Do. 

In Pennsylvania a passenger on a street 
railroad when requested by the conductor 
to go from the platform to the inside of the 
car, where there were vacant seats, re- 
fused to do so, though he knew that a rule 
of the company forbade passengers to stand 
on the platform when there was room in 
the car. As a reason for refusing he said 
he was not going far enough to justify him 
in going inside, but how far he was going 
he refused to say. The car was then stop- 
ped and he was told that he must go inside 
or get off, and, refusing to do either, he 
was put off by the conductor, who used 
sufficient force to loosen his hold of the 
railing and to remove him from the piat- 
form, and to prevent him from re 
the car. The superintendent holds that he 
had no right of action against the com- 
pany, the rule being a reasonable one, 

In Texas the supreme court holds that 
the fact that the conductor of a freight 
train on defendant’s road accepted fare 
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ductor takes up a passenger's ticket with- 
out giving him any check or other evidence 
of his right to ride, whereby he is expelled 
by another conductor after exchanging

A Pathetic Telegram Sent by an En- 
gineer to Captain McBee. 

A pathetic incident occurred last week 
on the Seaboard Air Line system.

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}TWO SESSIONS WERE HELD 
; Executive 


Committee Met Yesterday 
and Decided Party Matters. 


WARM RESOLUTIONS WERE PASSED 
| 


Populists Say That the Democrats 
Have Partisan Candidates and 
They Will Not Oppose Them. 


The populists have formally decided not 
to put out a ticket for the supreme bench. 

A meeting of the state executive com- 
mittée was held yesterday and resolutions 
were passed stating that it was the de- 
cision of that party to make no fight for 
the supreme judgeships, and condemning 
the democratic party for methods by which 
its candidates were selected. 

Other business of important nature rela- 
tive to future campaigns of their rarty was 
transacted and a committee was appoint- 
ed to consider the’ message recently sent 
out by Watson, and to prepare resolutions 
as to what the populists of this state in- 
tend to do. 

The first session of the committee was 
held during the morning in the Hotel 
Jackson. Colonel W. L. Peek, J. Carey 
Thornton, John Cunningham and W. L. 
Sibley, with other well-known populist 
leaders of the state were present, In the 
afternoon the session was held in commit- 
tee room 21 of the state capitol, where they 
remained in session until late yesterday 
afternoon. 

It was the opinion of all members of 
the executive committee that no ticket 
should be put in the field by the populist 
party. It had been suggested that one can- 
didate be put out and the populist forces 
of the state concentrate their efforts to 
secure his election. This was discussed, 
but the committee did not deem it wise to 
put out one candidate unless a full ticket 
was named. After a lengthy discussion 
upon the situation, following were the 
resolutions introduced by ‘Mr. W. L. Sibley: 

“Whereas the people of this state did not 
consent to the increase in the number of 
the. supreme court judges until a plan was 
offered that they believed would eliminate 
partisan methods and caucus combinations, 
thus making the office one to be fliled by 
the people rather than partisan ringsters 
and trading politicians; and, whereas there 
are no candidates before the people who 
submitted their candidacy to the voice of 
the entire people, but only those who sub- 
jected these high offices to the dictate of 
a partisan convention; and, whereas we 
believe that this violates the wishes of a 
majority of the people of this estate, there- 
fore be it 

*‘Resolved, That we call no convention of 
the people’s party to nominate candidates 
for the supreme court of this state.” 

These resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by the committee. 

For Future Campaigns. 

After the supreme court question was 
disposed of, the members of the committee 
discussed affairs of the party generally. 
The populists of this state naturally stick 
to Watson in the controversy which has 
sprung up between him and Butler. A 
committee was appointed to draft resolu- 
tions as to what course the party in this 
state would pursue. 

“The populist party is not dead,” said 
Colonel Peek. ‘“‘We are in a much healthier 
condition than usual, and our organization 
in this state will stand firm.”

The System Reduced to Working 
Order at Police Headquarters. 
How It Works. 


The Bertillon system of identification 
was used for the first time by the local 
detective department to measure BHdward 
Gardy, the crook who has operated exten- 
sively all over Georgia. 

Chief of Detectives Slaughter ‘‘measured” 
him in the most approved style. It was the 
first time the new system has been used 
since its adoption by the local police de- 
partment. Gardy was measured from head 
to foot, not the slightest detail being neg- 
lected, and the result was charged up 
against him for future reference. 

Immediately after the measurement the 
reports were at once mailed to the head- 
quarters of the system in Chicago. By to- 
day Gardy’s description will be flashed from 
Maine to California. If he ever gets out 
of the Georgia penitentiary and attempts 
to ransack other hotels in other cities, 
the officials will have no trouble in iden- 
tifying him by turning to the report Chief 
Slaughter formulated here yesterday after- 
noon. 

The Bertillon system is wonderfully per- 
fect in its accuracy. It is absolutely im- 
possible for a criminal to escape identifica- 
tion after he has been measured, unless 
he can do the “Jekly and Hyde” act to 
perfection. It workings are founded on 
the principle that no two men are alike— 
a rule which has been infallible since man 
Was created. 

The process of examination is exceeding- 
ly interesting. In all, about forty measure- 
ments are taken. No matter if his head is 
sawed off, or even both legs, after examina- 
tion, so perfect is the system that he can 
easily be identified. 

The Victim Measured. 

It was about 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon that Chief Slaughter had Gardy 
brought from his cell, and in the presence 
of Detectives Conn and Cason conducted 
the examination. Every measurement was 
carefully noted in a book, and to complete 
the performance the crook will be photo- 
graphed today. 

When the chief had prepared all his meas- 
urements the scene was similar to a dis- 
secting room just befere a surgical oper- 
ation. Gardy made not the slightest ob- 
jection to what was going ons and seemed 
to rather enjoy the performance. In the 
measurements the metric system is used 
solely. 

Chief Slaughter first attacked the crook’s 
head with a funny little instrument. Press- 


‘jing one steel leg on his forehead and the 


other on the rear of the head, he announced 
to the clerk Gardy’s head was eighteen cen- 
timeters and four milemeters long. 

The instrument was then applied to the 
side of the head, and the width of Gardy’s 
pate was recorded 14-1. His cheek bones 
were tried and recorded 13-2. The length, 
projection and also breadth of the nose 
were noted. An instrument of the monkey 
wrench variety was screwed on his ear 
and the length thereof carefully taken. 

The eye was the most interesting. There 
are in all fifty-four differently colored eyes 
in the human head. Every one has a 
separate and distinct description, which it 
is very difficult to discriminate. To the 
casual observer Gardy has dark-brown 
eyes; but this is the way Chief Slaughter 
wrote it down: ‘“Periphic zone pigmented 
orange, with slate blue outer circle.’’ 

The ‘“periphic zone’ is the little Nght 
circle around the pupil. In this instance, 
it was an orange color. 

Side Nearest His Heart. 

The Bertillon system divides the body in 
the center by what is known as the ‘‘metric 
Iine.”” All trunk and limb measurements 


* are taken on the left side of this imaginary 


line, because the side of the body nesrest 
the heart is supposed to be ‘he more 
healthy, and least liable to change in a 
long period. 

Therefore the left forearm was measured 
and its length inserted in the report. The 
respective lengths of the left hand, middle 
and small fingers, likewise. The sze of 
the left foot was secured by 1°-quiring the 
crook to bear his whole weight on the 
member. By means of a large lvard at- 
tached to the wall, Gardy’s height and his 
length from ‘“‘tip to tip’? were figured. 

In taking this height he was iequired to 
stand, and also sit. The latter was a pre- 
caution in case he should get both legs cut 
off. 

Gardy’s build, weight, complexion, heir, 
beard, occupation, nativity, apparent age, 
as well as his crime ard the civcu:ns‘ances 
of his arrest, were all carefully noted. 
Under the head of “Peculiarities,’’ a scar 
was found on his left arm after he had 
been required to strip. This scar was 
measured as to its length, width and dis- 
tance from his wrist. Neither did his 
white teeth escape the examiners’ notice. 
Chief Slaughter looked for any noticeable 
marks or moles on his body, but nvune were 
discovered. 

It will be recognized that, after the’ fore- 
going examination—only the important 
features ‘having been touched—it would be 
Well night imposs‘ble for Gardy .o escape 
identification in any place where his ex- 
amination is recorded. Even in France he 


could be detected, for with every examina- | 


tion the French system of measurements 
are also recorded.

DETECTIVES MEASURE GARDY,. 


Atlanta Detective Department the 


First Time. 


Thursday afternoon at 3 o’clock, in the 
same church, he will organize an inter- 
denominational Sunday school convention, 
as an auxilliary to the state organization 
of the same name, which was perfected last 
June.

It 
is under the auspices of this convention 
that the committee of seventy acts, which 
geis up the International Sunday School 
Lessons studied in all the Protestant Sun- 
day schools of the world every Sunday. 
Last December the conventicn decided to 
turn its attention to the negro Sunday 
schools of the south, and -appointed the 
Rev. L. B. Maxwell, of Savannah, a schol- 
arly Christian man, as field superintendent 
for work among the negroes, ands guve 
him as his territory those states bounded 
by the Potomac and the Rio Grande, and 
the Ohio and the Gulf of Mexico. The 
werk grew on Rev. Maxwell's hands, and 
at the meeting in Boston last June he 
asked for an assistant. The request was 
granted, ‘and I was appointed as field 
worker among the negroes. 

“I find that our work is much misun- 
derstood. We have two definite objects m 
view. One is to increase the attendance 
upon the Sunday schools of the south, and 
the other is to improve the character of 
the teaching. It is a lamentable fact that 
not more than two-fifths of the negro chil- 
dren are in attendance upon the Sunday 
schools of the south. They are growing up 
Nike weeds and are easily on the way to 
the chaingang or the penitentiary. We 
want to do what we can to call the at- 
tention of the Sunday school teachers, and 
others who may be interested, to this fact, 
and we want fo create such a determina- 
tion as will, if possible, put all the good 
people to work to’ help change this con- 
dition of things and labor to make the bal- 
ance in favcr of those who attend the Sun- 
4d schools and not in favor of those who 
Oo not.’

The history of ithe litigation is an inter- 
esting story, and dates back several years 
ago. On December 13, 1861, Dr. Demorest 
deeded the property to C. W. Hunnicutt, 
as trustee for Mrs. Susan C. Taylor. Mrs. 
Taylor was to hold a life interest in the 
property, and at her death the entire in- 
terest was to go to her children. Under 
an order of the court, the property was 
sold and various parties became purchas- 
ers—the present owners being the defend- 
ants in the ejectment suits. 

Mrs. Taylor died in 1898 and Mrs. McKin- 
lock, who was the daughter of 'Mrs, Taylor, 
the other. child ‘being Walter A. Taylor, 
brought suit for her‘one-half interest in 
the property. After this, it is said, a deed 
was given her by Walter A. Taylor to his 
one-half interest in the property. She then 
dismissed her sult for the one-half interest 
and brought suit for the entire interest. 

The defendants pleaded the statute of 
limination, but the superior court decided 
that the statute did not lie against the 
heirs until the death of their mother in 
1893, It was also held that the order al- 
lowing the sale of the land was for the life 
interest only, and hence the statute did 
not begin to run until the death of the life 
tenant. The jury found for the plaintiff 
and the case went to the supreme court, 
where the judgment of the lower court was 
sustained. Mrs. McKinlock claims to have 
a deed from her brother to his interest 
which bears date of 1894. 

In 1887 the Giles Lithographic Company 
made application for a receiver for Walter 
A. Taylor, who was then in the drug 
business. The assets of Walter A. Taylor 
were claimed by the Lowry Banking Com- 
pany and the Merchants’ bank, who al- 
leged that they had loaned money to Mr. 
Taylor. A decree was rendered giving) the 
assets of Mr. Taylor to the Lowry Bank- 
ing Company and the Merchants’ bank, rut 
the Giles Lithographic Company was given 
a decree against Mr. ‘Taylor, upon which 
was issued a fi. fa. ‘in favor of the New 
York company. When the supreme court 
decided in favor of Mrs. McKinlock the f. 
fa. was levied on the property now in 
dispute as the one-half interest of Walter 
A. Taylor, as the decree is older than the 
deed from Walter Taylor to Mrs. McKin- 
lock, his sister. 

In the event Mrs.. McKinlock recovers 
the property the Giles Lithographic Com- 
pany will ask for judgment, attacking the 
deed, claiming that its decree dates back 
prior to the deed to Mrs. McKinlock. As 
the property is very valuable, the result 
of the Htigation will be watched with in- 
terest by the parties concerned in the suits. 

The cases will probably be reached the 
latter part of the week in the superior

BURROW IS INNOCENT. 


Young Man Charged With Larceny 
Was Liberated Yesterday. 


J. J. Burrows, the young man who was 
arrested on Monday afternoon, charged 
with forgery, was liberated by Justice 
Foute yesterday morning. It will be re- 
membered that Burrow went into the store 
of Fitten & Thompson with a young man 
of this city, Milt Owens, to buy a razor 
and offered a $5 draft in payment. The 
draft was drawn on Mayor Burrow, of 
Bristol, and was indorsed by Dr. E. H, 
Barnett, of this city. 

The paper looked suspicious and the 
firm refused ot accept it. 

Burrow then went to the store of Balley 
& Carroll, on Peachtree street, and asked 
that the draft be cashed. Major Fitten, 
however, had followed the young man and 
his companion and warned Mr. Bailey 
about the draft. It was decided to call 
an officer and have the whole business 
sifted ot the bottom. As soon as Owens 
discovered that this was to take place he 
left for parts unknéwn and has not yet 
been found. 

Burrow, however,.stood his ground and 
allowed himself to be. arresed. 

Dr. Barnett, when he sew the draft, 
pronounced it a forgery and a charge tu 
that effect was placed on the docket op- 
posite the name of Burrow. At the trial 
yesterday he said that he was entirely In- 
nocent. He said that he was in need of 
money and had asked his friend to secure 
a reliable indorser en a draft which he 
would draw on his brother. Owens seem- 
ingly did this and that that was all he 
knew about the matter. 

He produced letters from many of the 
prominent citizens of this city and many 
were likewise received by Judge Foute to 
the effect that there must be some mistake 
about the charge, or that his friend was 
the. guilty party. A: letter was received 
from Dr. Barnett asking that the case be 
dismissed, as he was confident that the 
young) man was innocent. After hearing 
all of the evidence Justice Foute dismissed 
the case.

He admitted 
that the city of Augusta proposes to rent 
the privileges of its streets for $5,000 per 
annum, but denied that it proposes to sell 
them for $100,000. He said the railroads 
would have to pay for the use of the 
streets, and that they alope would lose by 
the passage of the Dill. 

“It is no longer asserted that the peopie 
of Georgia own the railreads in this state, 
and what money may be paid to the city 
of Augusta will come out of the pockets 
of the railroad owners of New York, Wall 
street and Lombard street, London, and 
I am gurprised that the gentleman from 
Columbia is so solicitous for the welfare 
of those railroad owners,’ said Mr.’ Fo- 
garty. He maintained that the bill was for 
the best interests of the people of Augusta.. 

Mr. Branch’s’ motion te reconsider the 
passage of th@Pbill was lost..

MUST REFUND MONEY. 


LIFE INSURANGE GOMPANIES TO 
BE PUT UNDER THE LAW. 


Mr. Dodson Proposes To Require Com- 
panies To Refund Premiums 
in Certain Cases. 


Hon. W. A. Dodson. of Sumter county, 
speaker pro tem. of the house of represen- 
tatives, introduced an important bill in that 
body yesterday for the protection of life 
insurance policy holders. The measure is 
One said to be of especial merit and will 
afford protection to policy holders in cer- 


‘tain instances, which has not been avail- 


able in the past. 


Mr. Dodson’s bill is entitled ‘“‘an aet to | 


reguiate the defenses to action on policies of 
life insurance.’’ It provides that when any 
suit for insurance is filed in court against 
any company the latter shall be required to 
first deposit in court the amount of the 
premiums paid in by the policy helder, the 
Same to revert to the policy holder if the 
suit is decided in fayor of the company. 
Mr. Dodson says there have been cases 
where persons paid premiums for many 
years and when suit was filed for the 


‘amount of the policy and decided against 


the holder the company retained the amount 
of premiums paid in, leaving the policy 
holder without recourse and causing him to 
lose all of the money paid to the company 
as premiums. His bil is to require the 
company to refund the premium money 
should, for any reason, it decline or not be 
required to pay the amount of the policy. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Dodson also 
allows the policy holder interest on the 
premium money paid in should it be re- 


turned to him. In this way the author of 
the bill proposes to protect policy holders 
by requiring companies to at least pay 
back the amount collected as premium 
should they fail or refuse to pay the full 
amount of the policy. 
' Mr. Dodson’s Billy 

Mr. Dodson’s bill is one of the most im- 
portant introduced during the present ses- 
sion and it will be pushed to passage by 
him, It was referred to the general judi- 
eiary committee. The bill is as follows: 

“By Mr. W. A. Dodson, of Sumter—A bill 


to be entitled an act to regulate the de- 
fenses to action on policies of life insur- 


ance. 

‘“Gec, 1. Be it enacted by the genéral as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, That when 
suit is brought in any court in the state 
upon a policy of life insurance, before the 
defendant can put in issue any matter or 
defense, to show that said policy was void 
in its mnception, the defendant shall first 
deposit in the court where such suit is pend- 
ing all premiums received on such policy, 
with legal interest on said premium from 
date of payment to date of defense. 

“Sec, 2. Be it further enacted, That should 
suit be decided in favor of the defendant, 
the money paid into such court as above 

reseribed shall be paid to the plaintiff 
ess such cost as may be chargeable to 
the plaintiff, and should such suit be de- 
cided in favor of the plaintiff such money 
shall be refunded to the defendant, less 
such cost as may be charged to the de- 


fendant. 
“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all 


laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
act be, and the same are hereby repealed.” 
To Abolish Days of Grace. 

‘Mr. Fletcher Johneon, of Hall county, in- 
troduced a bill in the house yesterday to 
repeal the law granting three days of grace 
on papers payable at bank. Mr. Johnson 
gays there is a desire that the three days 
of grace so far as it relates to bank papers 
be abolished. 

Mr. Johnson’s bill is entitled ‘An act to 
abolish the three days generally known as 
‘days of grace,’ and by the custom allow- 
‘ed on papers payable at banks on their 
face,:or when the same are left at a bank 
or bankers’ office for collection, or when 
the same are discounted at a bank.’’ 

The following bills were introduced in the 
house, read the first time and referred to 
committees: 

By Mr. Freeman, of Coweta—A bill to 
place county chaingangs under the direct 
control and supervision of the state peni- 
tentiary department; to provide for the 
appointment of an additional assistant 
keeper of the penitentiary and to fix his 
salary, define his duties and for other pur- 
poses. The bill makes the salary of the 
second assistant keeper of the penitentiary 
at $1,200 per annum and makes it his duty 
to have charge of the county chaingang 
convicts. 

By Mr. Freeman, of Coweta—A bill to 
regulate the practice of architecture in the 
state of Georgia; to establish a board of 
architects to be known as the state board 
of examiners, to prescribe the powers and 
duties of said board, and to provide a pen- 
alty for the violation of the law. 

By Mr. Slaton, of Fulten—A bill to amend 
the charter of Oakland, Fulton county, so 
as to allow persons convicted of violation 
of the ordinances of said town to be sen- 
tenced to work on the chaingang of Ful- 
ton county, instead of on the streets of 
said town in default of the payment of 
the fine imposed by the city municipal 


court 
Bill Against Trusts. 

By Mr. Calvin, of Richmond—A bill to 
declare unlawful all trusts and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade and production; 
to prescribe penalties therefor and for 
other purposes. The bill is a general anti- 
trust measure and it effects all combina- 
tions of corporations. 

By Mr. Duncan, of Lee—A Dill to provide 
for the payment of costs to officers in 
misdemeanor cases, 

By Mr. Waldon, of Glasscock—A bill to 
incorporate the town of Mitchel, Glasscock 
county, — 

By Mr. Thomas, of Ware—A bill to au- 
thorize the appointment of three notaries 
public in eaoh county.

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Refers to Certain Criticisms and Tells 
of His ‘Work—Senator Turner’s 
Resolution Ig Ruled Out. . 


Chancellor William ©. Boggs, of the 
State university, delivered his annual ad- 
dress to the general assembly yesterday 
morning. The address was aitentivcly 
listened to by the members of the house 
and senate in joint session at 11 o'clock. 

Dr. Boggs reviewed the work of the 
university and told the legislatorg of the 
needs and. wants of the institution. He 
made an earnest appeal for an additional 
appropration for the purpose of erecting 
buildings and better equipping; the insti- 
tution for the work before it. 

The chancellor said that the university 
has prospered and that it is worthy of 
the support of the state. He declared that 
the buildings are old and unfit fer further 
use and asked the general assembly for an 
appropriation of $50,000 to erect new col- 
lege buildings. He alse asked for more 
money to pay the faculty better wages and 
pleaded for the increase of the state’s in- 
terest in the institution in every way. 

During the course of his address the 
chancellor referred to certain criticisms 
which have been made on the university 
ang he declared that the rumors and inti- 
mations which have been circulated are 
unfounded in fact and are the result of in- 
terest of parties making them in other in- 
stitutions. 

At the conclusion of the address of the 
chancellor Senator W. W. Turner, of the 
thirty-seyenth district, sent to the clerk’s 
desk and had read a resolution condemning 
the reflections said to have been made 
upon the ehaneelior and declaring them to 


be unwarranted. 

Something of a stir was created by the 
ruling of the president of the joint session, 
Hon. C. G. Gray, of the twenty-third dis- 
trict, president pro tem. of the senate, 
who ruled that the resolution was out of 
order? It was not acted wpon. 

Dr. Boggs Introduced. 

In accordance with a resolution adopted 
by the assembly previously the two houses 
met in joint session at 11 o’clock to hear 
the address of the chancellor. When the 
members of the senate reached the door 
of the house they were headed by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, escorting the chancellor 
to the speaker’s stand. President Pro Tem. 
Gray presided over the session and he 
formally introduced Chancellor Bogés. 

After a few preliminary remarks Chgn- 
cellor Boggs said in part: 

“T come here today to tell you that the 
University of Georgia is in a high state 
of prosperity, considering the fact that 
the means at our disposal have been small. 
We have accomplished much and expect 
to accomplish more in future, with the 
help of the general assembly of Georgia 
an@ the support of the people. We 
have 285 young men on the rolls of the 
university at this time, nearly all of whom 
are Georgians. Your university committee 
visited Athens a few days ago and they 
Geclared that our young men are a iine 
lot of fellows. They are young men well 
fitted to discharge the responsible duties 
and work which. will be theirs to perform 
after leaving the university. 

“T have no doubt but that you have 
heard rumors and intimations to the con- 
trary, however. I trust that I do no one 
wrong and that I speak in perfect chirity 
when I say that certain rumors have been 
circulated that our young men are a God- 
less and unchristian set of fellows. I do 
not desire to impeach any man’s integrity, 
but I tell you that the author of such ru- 
mors and intimations is simply a misguided 
man, that’s all. Such rumors are born 
of the interest of those starting them in 
other institutions. Those who have said 
these harsh things about us do so in a 
spirit of jealousy and interest in institu- 
tions in which they are connected. I feel 
it is my duty to defend my college from 
these imputations and I throw them back 
at the authors. I can establish the fact 
that there is no more orderly, law-abiding 
set of young men anywhere in this broad 
country than in the University of Georgia,”’ 

The chancellor then told of the work of 
the students and referred to the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of the uni- 
versity and the work of a religious nature 
which is done at the college. He said the 
majority of the students are Christians 
and actual communicants in some church, 

He Commends Athletics. 

“Many of you differ with me as to the 
question of athletics in colleges. I see in 
the athletic work a means of making bet- 
ter men, stronger men, nobler men. It is 
possible.for our young menD to attain the 
highest physical power in our institution 
and I say that a man may have a powerful 
mind but without a strong body it will avail 
him little. He will not be able to stand 
the hard physical work necessary for men 
of powerful minds. It is a good thing to 
have strong manly men to fight our battles 
in time of war. And athletics aid us in 
maintaining discipline.” 

Dr. Boggs then spoke of football and ap- 
proyed the game. He said that he wanted 
the members of the general assembly to go 
out to the park on Thursday and witness 
the game of football between the university 
and the Alabama boys, He said every man 
in the university team is a clean man or 
he wouldn’t be allowed to come with the 


te 
a Plea for New Buildings. 


Dr. Boggs then referred to the work of 
the university, going over tthe several 
branches of study and telling of the dif- 
ferent departments. He said the university 
buildings are old and dilapidated, and that 
fiew ones ought to be built. “It will cost 
only 3 cents per capita for the people of 
Georgia for you to appropriate $50,000 to 
be used in erecting new university build- 
ings, and I ask you to give us that amount. 
We need it, and the university is deserv- 
ing of the help. I ask this in the name 
of justice and righteousness, and tell you 
that we must have better facilities if the 
work is to be carried on successfully. 

“Georgia should da better for her young 
white men than she has done in the past, 
I have been in negro institutions of learn- 
ing in this state which are better equipped 
than our university. Northern men endow 
negro institutions and put up magnificent 
buildings for them, and I say that if that 
much is done for the colored people, Geor- 
gia ought to do her part toward putting 
our white young men on an equal footing 
with tthe negroes. I ask you to come to the 
aid of the State University and give us 
more than the interest on our own money. 
You ought to give us the same amount 
you give the girls’ school at Milledgeville, 
and the Technological school in Atlanta. 
Give us that much—$25,000—and give us 
$50,000 to erect new buildings. If you do 
that we can equip our college and make it 
one of the best in the whole country, And 
in a year or two we will have 400 or 600 stu- 
dents in

Council Will Take Up the Question 
of Condemning Property. 


Matter Will Be Fought Out in the 
Legislature and a Lively Scrap 
Is Anticipated. 


An interesting fight is brewing between 
the city council of Atlanta and the Central 
railroad. 

At the next session of the muwicipal as- 
sembly a report of a special eommittee 
will be made calling upon that bedy to 
make application to the state legislature 
for the power to condemn property owned 
by the rdad, which the city proposes to 
occupy in the construction of Alabama 
street bridge. 

This is the first step upon the part of the 
city in the building of the big bridge. The 
application of the eity to condemn the 
land will be fought strenuously in the 
legisiature by the road and interesting de- 
velopments will come. 

The present council has taken active 
measures looking to the construction of 
Alabama street bridge. Some time ago @ 
committee was appointed to examine the 
property and make a report back to the 
council. This report was duly made and 
ealled attention to the fact that it would 
be necessary to obtain the lot owned by 
the Central.road in order to put up the 
proposed bridge. The road, it said, would 
refuse to sell, 

With this report in view another com- 
mittee was appointed for the purpose of 
looking’ into the advisability of taking 
steps to condemn the property which the 
road refuséd to eglive up. This committee 
has about finished its work and wili re- 
port to condemn at the next session of 
council, 

This step the road is fighting at every 
turn. It is claimed by the Central that 
the property which the city proposes to 
oceupy is indispensable. They base this 
claim upon the fact that the new pas- 
senger depot will occupy the site where 
their roundhouse now stands and that they 
will have no site for the roundhouse should 
the city take charge of the property. 
President Comer has been in consultation 
with members of the committee. With 
other officials of the road he has called at- 
tention to this feature. The new passenger 
depot, it is claimed, wili take wp the entire 
site of the present roundhouse of the Cen- 
tral road. It is the intention of the road, 
they say, to put this roundhouse on the 
property which the city will occupy should 
Alabama street bridge be built. 

These facts have been brought before the 
special committee, but it is not thought 
sufficient by the members of that body to 
cause the city to give up the plan of 
putting up the bridge. No report has been 
yet framed by the committee, but it is the 
sense of the majority that application 
should be made to the general assembly 
of the state by the city council for power 
to condemn. Should this measure pass a 
board of three will be appointed to agree 
upon the purchase price, ene representing 
the road another the council, the third an 
uninterested party. The road will make 
the fight to the end. The city is no less 
determined and complications of a unique 
nature are promised.

PLANS ARE ACCEPTED 


Commissioners of DeKalb Connty Accept 
Plans for New Courthouse, 


WILL LOOK LIKE THE CAPITOL 


To Be a Fine Building With All 
Modern Conveniences—Election 
on December 3d. 


The county commissioners of DeKalb 
county met yesterday and accepted plans 
for the new courthouse which they propose 
to have completed by this time next year. 

When the commissioners met yesterday 
there were plans from eleven architects 
to be examined. After examining them all 
the commissioners accepted the plans sub- 
mitted by Golucke & Stewart. of Atlanta. ~ 

The plans call for a building classical in 
style, and to be of the most modern kind 
in the way of appointments. It is to be 
erected out of DeKalb county granite and 
will in itself show to great advantage the 
product of DeKaeib county. 

When the tax was levied for the purpose 
of building a new court house there was a 
strenuous kick from the citizens of De- 
Kalb county. So great was their objection 
to the*tex that a mass meeting was calied 
and the commissioners were asked to Tre- 
peal the tax and put off the building of the 
court house until more prosperous times. 

The commissioners, however, thought 
that if a new court house was to be built, 
now was the time to buill it. They there- 
fore paid no attention to the request of 
the mass meeting and levied the tax. Since 
that time the greater portion of the tax 
has been collected. 

The decision of the commissioners in the 
matter of building the courthouse caused 
a petition to be circulated asking for an 
election for the purpose of voting on the 
question of moving the courthouse to Stone 
Mountain. Two-thirds of the voters signed 
this petition, and the election will occur 
December 3d. It is believed that the elec- 
tion will result in the courthouse remain- 
ing where it is and in the new courthouse 
being erected. 

Style of New Courthcuse. 

The new courthouse, the plans for which 
have just been accepted, will be one of the 
handsomest, as well as one of the most 
convenient, to be found in the entire south. 

Built of DeKalb county granite and 
standing on the highest spot in Decatur, 
it will show off to great advantage. It 
will be classical in style and from a dis- 
tance will look like the state capitol. It 
will have four entrances and all of them 
will be exactly alike. 

On the first floor will be the offices of the 
different county officers. Numerous law- 
yers have examined the arrangement of 
this floor and pronounce it to be almost 
perfect. This floor will contain vaults and 
record rooms and will have aH the modern 
improvements and conveniences. 

The second floor will be devoted to a 
large and spacious court room, and in it 
there will be room for the largest crowd 
that ever gathered at Decatur during court 
week. 

Above the second floor will loom up many 
feet into the air a pretty dome, built on 
the style of the one on the state capitol. 
In this will be an immense clock, showing 
its face to four different sides of the town. 
Above the clock will be an observatory, 
and above that will stand the statue of 
justice. The basement of the courthouse 
will be used to contain the heating apa- 
ratuses, and in case of necessity can éasily 
be arranged to be used for offices. 

An advertisement for bids will be pub- 
lished in a few days, and at the end of 
sixty days the bids will be opened and the 
successful contractor announced. The cost 
of the building called for by the plans can- 
not be mentioned, since it will not be giv- 
en = by the commissioners or the archi- 
tects. 

It is calculated that the building can be 
completed within eight months after the 
contract is let, and if nothing happens De- 
Kalb county will have one of the prettiest 
as well as one of the most convenient 
courthouses in the south by this time next 
year.

He says there 
are two things requisite to the success of a 
horse show, and that Atlanta and Georgia 
has both, namely: pretty women and good 
horses. 

Colonel Maddox has just returned from 
New ¥ork and he talk@ interestingly of 
the big show at Madison Square Garden 
which closed last week. He is well pleased 
with the affair and says that Atlanta ought 
to get up a show of the kind to be held 
sometime next fall. He says that by that 
time the people will want some means of 
entertainment and that there is no better 
way to bring a big crowd to Atlanta than 
by organizing a strictly first-class horse 
show. 

Colonel Maddox Talks. ' 

Colonel Maddox says New York is in her 
glory at this time and that while there he 
found all the hotels crowded, the theaters 
filled and business on a boom. He says the 
banks in New York received $21,000,000 in 
increased deposits last week. When asked 
yesterday what he thought of the horse 


show, he said: 

“T think well of it. Of course the os- 
tensible object of the horse show is to 
improve the stock of horses. It is the first 
time I ever witnessed a horse show, but 
I was pleased with it and think it a good 
thing. The exhibit of horses was very 
fine indeed. Of course, thefe were many 
beautiful women and splendid music, and, 
taking it altogether, it suited me, so much 
so, that I am favorably impressed with 
the idea of having a horse show in Atlanta 
next fall. I am satisfied in my own mind 
that the people here would take hold of 
it if it could be started right. A stock 
company could be organized and the show 
would not be expensive. 

‘It strikes me now that Piedmont park 
would be the proper place for it. The 
exhibit could be made in one of those 
large exposition buildings. Agricultural 
fairs and expositions are now a thing of 
the past. The citizens of Atlanta are live, 
enterprising and pushing people, and they 
are always looking for something better. 
The horse show, in my judgment, is just 
the thing for one active week of business, 
If that show was gotten up and properly 
managed I believe it would pay the stock- 
holders. It would give the railroads in- 
creased business; it would fill the electric 
cars and hotels—in fact, it would give the 
hotels all they could do for at least one 
week, 

“I saw Captain English at the horse show 
and said to him that I thought we ought 
to have one. He said we did not have the 
horses; but, I think that is one of the 
very reasons wé ought to have it, as we 
would then get the horses—in fact, I think 
we already have a great many that would 
do to exhibit on that occasion, and there 
is no doubt but that we have plenty of 
attractive women.”’
